There was a note In the pie 
saying It had been thrown by a 
member of the Anarchist Party 
of Canada (Groucho-Marxlst). 

Brown was In Reglna to 
defend the shooting of 'eight 
striking workers, by company- 
hired security guards on picket 
lines at Robin Hood Multifoods 
Ltd. In July. -, 

The workers walked out. Feb. 
2 to protest a 40-cent-per-hour 
rollback by the Antl-lnflatlon 
Board. The guards were 
employees of the Bureau de 
Detectives Industriels Limited, 
run by ex-wrestler Paul Leduc. 

Brown's central point when 
he returned to the podium after 
wiping the goo off his face was 
that the striking workers were 
responsible for their woun- 
dlngs. The strikers' disrespect 
for the law had provoked the 
Incident, he said, rather than 
the company or the guards. 

He added that controls were 
"like It or not, put In place by a

democratically-elected federal 
government as a means to 
assist in reducing double digit 
Inflation which of course was 
creating serious economic con- 
sequences in Canada." 

Brown's statements were at- 
tacked by Hugh Wagner, a 
Saskatchewan Federation of 
Labour representative. 

Wagner pointed out: "those 
wage controls were Introduced 
by a government that had cam- 
paigned against wage con- 
trols." he said everyone does 
not share equally in the battle 
against inflation, using figures 
showing that while inflation 
has been up to 8.4 per cent, 
wages have been held down to 
six per cent. "If that's an equal 
sharing, then I guess I don't 
share In his assumptions about 
equality." 

Brown went on to blame the 
whole Issue on "lawlessness of 
the worst kind. ..Irresponsibility 
of the highest order... federal 
attempts at mediation in an 
illegal strike." 

According to Wagner, the 
tactics used In the Robin Hood 
dispute makes labour "damn 
good and angry." The use of = 
courts, laws and police, force u 
people to use their labour In a s 
prescribed way. Wagner des- œ 
crlbed it as "organized coer- h 
• clon." 

In response to Brown's claim 
that the law is equal to all, 
Wagner asked: "How many 
times have you seen or ever 
heard of a squad of specially- 
trained riot police rushing into 
a corporate board room and 
beating and arresting corporate 
executives?" 

Wagner called on students to 
recognize their alliance with 
labour: "I think it Is time that 
we as workers and students 
banded together to say we do 
have rights. We have the right 
to withhold our labour. We have 
a right to expect a decent stan- 
dard of living. We will not take 
the violence, the crap and all 
the other abuse that's heaped 
on us by the corporate board 
rooms of this country."

Ministry, the situation I found 
can only be assessed as rotten. 
Efforts were totally dispersed, 
the state's role In research was 
unclearly defined and scientific 
policies were totally absent 
from the Ministry of Educa- 
tion." 

Many irregularities have oc- 
curred in the field of scientific 
research In Quebec this past 
year and problems linked to the 
Ministry's orientation surfaced 
which led to transfers, dis- 
missals, and firings in the 
Ministry. 

These issues led to a special 
debate in the National Assem- 
bly on Friday where questions 
the Opposition raised on the 
Irregularities were scrutinized 
by the Preliminary Commission 
on Education. 

Morln asked the Opposition 
to "bury the hatchet" and look 
to the future in order to enable 
him to rectify the situation. 
Morln hopes to pay the sub- 
sidies granted for this, year 



within the near future and re- 
establish the credibility of the 
service de recherche universi- 
taire. 

Morln stated that his "plan" 
covered the payment of grants 
for the present year and did not 
discuss the rest of Its content. 
Morln stressed. thatjhe "plan" 
would have to parallel the 
Green Paper on scientific re- 
search, to be released in Jan- 
uary. He did state that his 
"plan" re-evaluates research 
criterians and scientific pro- 
grammes. 

Morln added that the govern- 
ment Is very concerned with 
scientific research, especially 
at the university level. He also 
Intends to "do his best" to 
consult "people In that milieu" 
in order to articulate a policy. 

The Liberal Opposition 
echoed the minister's words 
adding that government policy 
must respond to the real needs 
of the universities and scien- 
tists.

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Budget cutss 

Faculties will shrink

Although the proposed bud- 
get cuts for the Faculties of 
Arts and Science have been 
reduced, the Deans ,of these 
Faculties maintain that the 
number of staff will eventually 
be reduced, leading to a cut In 
the number of courses offered 
at McGlll. 

The preliminary 1978-79 bud- 
get, drawn up /fay the Budget 
Planning Group, (BPG), called 
for a 7.1% budget reduction for 
Science and a 6.1% reduction 
for Arts. Both cuts were later 
reduced to 3.31%. 

November 23 McGlll Re- 
Stated that, there could 
many as 12 staff 
Renewals . in the Arts facul- 
because of.the budget cuts, 
an interview with the Dally, 
Dean of Arts Robert Vogel 
stated that "hopefully nobody 
will be let go for budgetary 
reasons this year," and that the 
overall shape of . next year's 
programmes will not be af- 
fected. However, In. the social 
science departments new staff 
has not been hired to fill 
openings due to resignations. 
Vogel speculated the pro- 
grammes that will eventually be 
hardest hit will be those in 
specialized areas. Because of 
the projected decline in en- 
rollment, Vogel added that "if 
you don't have the same num- 
ber of students you can't have 
the same number of courses." 



Dean of Science Orvlg stated 
that although there are no de- 
finite plans to cut courses, It Is 
likely to happen. There will be 
no science courses cut next 
year, but after a while "one will 
have to look at the teaching 
loads." 

Commeriting on how the cuts 
will affect Teaching Assistants 
and Demonstrators, Orvlg sta- 
ted that the remuneration for 
Individual JAs will not be cut, 
although "how each depart- 
ment handles Its cut depends 
on them." If enrollment con- 
tinues to decline, as it Is ex- 
pected to" do, "clearly the 
number of course sections may 
sink." 

Vogel added that the Facul- 
ties want to maintain their 
graduate students, and Orvlg 
added that the Faculties "in- 
tended to encourage as many 
grad students as possible." 
. Budget cuts of approxi- 
mately 2% each year until 1983 
for Arts and Science are being 
forecast. If that happens, "We 
(Arts and Science) may join 
together again," Vogel Joked, 
"and the Dean of Arts would 
quit." He went on to say that 
the 2% proposal Is by no 
means official. Orvlg claims 
the 2% cuts are based on 
student enrollment figures, 
which "could be optimistic or 
pessimistic." A Green Paper on 
planning presented to the 
Board of Governors on Novem- 



ber 21, 1977 predicted enroll- 
ment drops of 25-30%. A stu- 
dent representative to the 
Board of Governors told the 
Daily that the . finance com- 
mittee was making budgetary 
projections based on a 10% 
enrollment decline. Vice- 
principal McColl (Finance) who 
chairs the BPG, later dismissed 
the claim, saying there was no 
contradiction In figures be- 
cause the enrollment .figures 
were forecast for the next 
decade, while the budgetary 
proposals were made for 5 
years only. 

Speaking on the future of the 
Faculties of Arts and Science, 
Vogel noted that "It is generally 
recognized that Arts arid Sci- 
ence are two main under- 
graduate Faculties and It would 
be hard to envision a university 
without them." Orvlg feels It Is 
possible to live with a smaller 
university. Both deans main- 
tain this does not mean the 
quality of education at McGlll 
will decline, but that the uni- 
versity must now try to "keep 
good staff and students com- 
ing." 

McGlll is not dying," Orvlg 
concluded. "Don't write It off 
yet."

Tuition fees to increase

OTTAWA (CUP) - Tuition fee 
Increases in most Canadian 
provinces have had a major 
effect In pushing up the overall 
cost-of-living In six major cities 
this fall, and prospects for next 
fall are Just as gloomy^ 

There are indications that 
tuition will rise in at least seven 
and possibly eight provinces 
next fall. Only In Quebec and 
British Columbia are adminis- 
trators confident that tuition for 
resident students will remain 
the same next September. 

In Halifax, students who paid 
a six per cent increase this year 
and who were promised a 
three-year freeze on Increases 
now face the likelihood of annual 
increases of between six and 10 
per cent as a result of a report 
by" the Maritime Provinces 
S Higher Education Commission, 
m The Increases will probably 
i affect students In all four At- 
I (antic provinces. 
~ In Ottawa, Toronto and 
Thunder Bay, tuition increases 
are mentioned as factors In the 
8.7 percent rise in living cost. 



Ontario students paid about 
$100 more this year for tuition, 
and international students took 
that Increase as well as a whop- 
ping 250 per cent fee differen- 
tial. The government has 
assured students that no In- 
creases are planned for 1978-79, 
but at least one recent govern- 
ment report advocates students 
supporting a higher proportion 
of education costs. 

In Reglna, the provincial edu- 
cation advisory board has rec- 
ommended indexing tuition 
fees to the costs of operating 
the universities. If the govern- 
ment accepts the report, stu- 
dents will be required to make 
up 11 percent of university op- 
erating budgets, regardless of 



what that figure might be. 

. In Vancouver, tuition fees In- 
creased by 25 per cent this 
September. Administrators 
doubt another hike Is in the 
offing for September 1978. 

In other areas of the country, 
increases are also possible. 
Students in Alberta have been 
told to expect increases again 
after a 25 per cent rise last year 
at some Institutions. Univer- 
sity of Lethbrldge students 
have been told the increase 
would be "no less than 10 per 
cent and no more than 25". 

In Manitoba, a new govern- 
ment and new minister are 
talking about "economic reali- 
ties that may eventually force 
tuition fee increases."

RCMP Infiltrates press 



OTTAWA (CUP)— The "rewar- 
ding career" RCMP ads so 
familiar to student newspaper 
readers over the last few years 
have their debut In commercial 
dailies earlier this month. But 
RCMP officials deny that the 
advertising campaign which Is 
to continue Into the new year, 
Is anything - more than "the 
yearly program." 
The recruiting ad, depicting 



healthy young Canadians doing 
a variety of respectable things, 
Is there to remind people that 
there are career opportunities 
in the RCMP, recruitment offi- 
cers insist. 

"We do advertise at key 
times, particularly this time of 
year," one officer explained. 
The officer, responsible for the 
ads, admitted the ad would 
likely attract more than usual 



notice because of the current 
RCMP controversy! "We're not 
expecting any major Increase or 
decrease (in response) over the 
publicity." - 

The ads are run In student 
newspapers to promote the 
force among university and 
high school students who will 
be seeking permanent Jobs next 
spring. 



TORONTO (CUP) — Differential 
fees are the cause of a 32 per 
cent drop In the number of visa 
students enrolled 1n the first 
year of graduate programs at 
the Ontario Institute for Studies 
In Education, says an Institute 
administrator. 

Frank Mclntyre said the 
decline "looks like a trend. I 
would interpret It as probably 
related to the Increased fees." 

Since the differential fee was 
Implemented In September, 
Ontario's visa students are 
paying tuition fees two and a 
half times those of Canadian 
and landed Immigrant students 
In the province. 



The overall drop In visa 
student enrollment in Ontario 
is 20.9% but there has not been 
a substantial enrollment in- 
crease in other provinces. 

Québec universities will see 
a rise in visa student tuition 
fees next September, according 
to Concordia University offi- 
cials. Visa students will pay 
about $1500 for their education 
while resident students are not 
expected to see an Increase. 

Differential fees were imple- 
mented In Alberta and Ontario 
In September.. Both Québec 
and Manitoba are slated to 
Impose the two-tier system 
next year.

interview with Mark Rudd: 

Why the 




Last September, a cleancut 
29-year-old walked out of a new 
York cab with his lawyer to 
face hundreds of reporters and 
charges of disorderly conduct. 
The first week In November he 
repeated the process In Chica- 
go, only this time the charges 
were for inciting to riot. He was 
lucky In New York and he 
should be lucky in Chicago to 
receive minor sentences. The 
name Mark Rudd, Chairman of 
the Columbia University chap- 
ter and National Secretary of 
Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) probably does 
not evoke* much recognition 
now. However, the recent ev- 
ents recall a period ten years 
ago when the media made 
Columbia University and Mark 
Rudd synonymous with SDS 
and worldwide campus revolt. 

Rudd was the president of 
the Columbia chapter of SDS, 
when In the spring of 1968, the / 
New York college became a 
battleground between students 
and police. The immediate 
issues were whether the univer- 
sity should build a gym In a' 
park abutting the local neigh- 
bourhood and Columbia's In- 
volvement with the Institute for 
Defence Analysis. But the 
campus revolt which had been 
simmering for two -years at 
Columbia grew into a general 
protest against the war and the ' 
capitalist system. The 
assault by New York's elite 
.tactical patrol force broke It up. 

Columbia 1968 was the most 
significant campus rebellion 
and Mark Rudd the most 
significant campus rebel not so 
much because they were ex- 
treme or unusual, as that they 
came to the fore in the media 
capital of the world, at .a 
prestigious Ivy League univer- 
sity, at a time when campuses 
on both sides of the Atlantic, 
were rolled with demonstra- 
tions. The Associated Press, 
whose headquarters sits on 
land owned by Columbia Uni- 
versity and The New York 
Times made Columbia SDS and 
its president Mark Rudd the 
èpitomy of what was happening 
in scores of other campuses 
across the world. - 

In the summer of 1969, SDS 
broke up in bitter disarray, 
prompted' by factional squab- 
bles between the direct-action 
Weathermen and the dogmatic 
Progressive Labour Party. Am- 
ong the Weathermen faction 
was Mark Rudd. He was one of 
the principal planners of the 
four October "Days of Rage" In 
Chicago in 1970 when Weather- 
men, dressed for combat, rarv 
through the streets of Chicago 
fighting with police and smash- 
ing downtown stores. 

After the "Days of Rage" In 
which Rudd was arrested, the 
organization went under- 
ground. Rudd apparently was 
dropped from the ranks of the 
lead cadre after that and there 
was no more mention of him, 
not even In underground com- 



muniques, until he turned 
himself over to New York police 
last September. 

The following Interview, the 
only one Rudd has given or 
plans to give, was done with 
the understanding that for legal 
reasons no questions be asked 
relative to the charges he faces 
'or what he has done since 1 970. 

Dally: Why did you originally 
join SDS? 

Mark Rudd: I Was Impressed In 
my freshman year at Columbia 
by the work they had done in 
organizing poor people, ten- 
ants, minorities, students Into 
an effective force against the 
powers of the state. 

Dally: What do you mean by 
"powers of the state"? 
Mark Rudd: I mean the Interac- 
tion of the military, govern- 
ment, and business organiza- 
tions which at the time were 
working simultaneously to sup- 
press the legitimate grievances 
and struggles of people over- 
seas and of people at home. I'll 
anticipate your next question 
by stating that whether or not 
the powers of the state worked 
by agreement or conspiracy 
was irrelevant. They all worked 
toward the same ends in their 
best Interests which was sup- 
pression of the Vietnamese, 
Dominicans, etc. abroad and 
suppression of any group- 
blacks, students, workers, ten- 
ants who tried to rock the boat 
at home. . 

Dally: What you're saying is so 
broad that it makes it sound as 
If SDS was one big umbrella 
organization supporting every 
cause it could touch, which you 
know Isn't the case. 
Mark Rudd: What I'm saying Is 
that. SDS provided the leader- 
ship for the first really home- 
grown left in the U.S. We 
taught the mechanics of politi- 
cal organizing and protest to a 
segment of the population who 
didn't need to read and recite 
the dogma of the old bearded' 
wonders to know they were 
living in a fucked up situation 
and action had to be taken In 
some form relevant to the 
situation.

Dally: But wasn't SDS when 
you Joined it originally only just 
a "student power" type move- 
ment, and quite a bit more 
"liberal" and student-oriented 
than as you described it? 
Mark Rudd: At Its Inception 
and through Its first five years, 
yes. But as our understanding 
of the society developed, our 
understanding of the univer- 
sity's' role In it also changed. 
During the 1967-68 Columbia 
campaign we saw the university 
as a factory whose goal was to 
produce trained personnel for' 
corporations, government, and 
more universities; knowledge 
of the uses of business and 
government to perpetuate the 
status quo: Government stud- 
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les at Columbia, for example, 
attempted to explain our socie- 
ty solely through concepts of 
pluralism and competing group 
interest, while the reality of the 
situation was quite different. 

In our strike we united with 
many of the people who had 
been affected by the universi- 
ty's policies the tenants In 
Columbia-owned buildings, the 
Harlem community, the univer- 
sity employees. Many other 
people on the outside saw us 
confront a symbol of those who 
controlled the decisions that 
were made in the country. 

Daily: You were quoted as 
saying, "We're the pointmen, 
the focus for organizing and 
supplying help for the. . .com- 
bined struggles of students, 
the Young Lords (Puerto Rlcan 
activist group), the Venceremos 
Brigade (young Americans and 
Canadians who worked In 
Cuba), Gl resistance, and our 
early contacts with China, 
Cuba, Vietnam and other third 
world groups. Isn't that Just a 
bit elitist in retrospect? 
Mark Rudd: I'm hot saying SDS 
was the only group that did 
anything In the sixties, but we 
were the one group with 
enough funds and members at 
the time to kind of serve as a 
catalyst. We were also respon- 
sible for radicalizing a good 
portion of the American popu- 
lation by showing, them In a 
way they could understand, the 
myths and contradictions in 
American society. We could do 
.this as a large group while the 
[Young] Lords and [Black] 
Panthers were being wiped out 
for trying to demonstrate the 
same things. We had that 
advantage, but also that res- 
ponsibility to Join In the 
struggles of other groups. 

Daily: Doesn't what you say get 
down to the bottom line. 
Whether you're locked in com- 
bat with a cop or reject direct 
action and organize In a factory 
for three years — doesn't it get 
back to middle class guilt and 
rage at a society that has given 
you relative comfort yet rejects 
any effort by you to change It? 
Mark Rudd: With a question 
like that you are asking me to 
condemn every non-"worklng 
class" activist who ever lived. 

Besides in the sixties, SDS 
with the exception of PL 
(Progressive Labour "Party), had 
rejected that tired old campus- 
worker-student alliance busi- 
ness as unworkable and Irrele- 
vant. Although opinions 
changed on how and who to 
organize, the mere fact that one 
was a student did not mean 
that they too were not fodder 
for the system In a very similar 
sense to other workers.

Dally: More specifically, I'm 
referring to chastising a high 
school group eight years ago 
for "not seizing the time" and' 



your continual exhortations at 
Columbia to "put your bodies 
on the line" and to "stop being 
bourgeois wimps". Not to go 
out of bounds here, but wasn't 
your strict adherence to con- 
frontation politics related more 
to demonstrate that you were 
not a "bourgeois wimp" and to 
gain support from what you 
termed "oppressed groups"? 
Mark Rudd: That's a pretty 
loaded question and for ob- 
vious reasons I can't answer 
most of It. I will say that even 
before the formation of what 
you've termed "the action fac- 
tion" (militant wing of SDS) at 
Columbia, many of us had been 
convinced that direct action 
was the only -'way to activate 
other segments of society In 
the United States. It was a 
tactical decision, therefore, 
and not some nefarious Freud- 
ian fixation, as some have 
suggested. 

Dally: in 1969, the Skolnlck 
Commission on national vio- 
lence Interviewed you and 
dozens of other militants as to 
why you engaged In confronta- 
tion as opposed to organizing. 
Their summary basically read 
that in your eyes confrontation 
politics served to educate the 
general populace to the extent 
of repression, arouse and pre- 
pare otherwise moderate young 
people to action, and "liberate" 
middle class students from a 
fear of violence. Are you still In 



basic agreement with this 
statement? 

Mark Rudd: At the time, yes; 
of course, now I'm not at liberty 
to go into It. I can see we're 
getting into that old dilemma of 
direct action versus long term 
base building for a revolution. 
You of course realize that what 
you're about to ask is a 
question that may have been 
argued In history's first upris- 
ing and I won't talk about that 
now. I will say that we had a 
well thought out reason and 
foundation for the actions we 
took. All that crap about SDS 
members never reading or 
discussing anything about 
Marx, etc. was bullshit. All you 
have to do is read old 
copies of New Left Notes (the 
old SDS newspaper) to find that 
theoretical considerations were 
argued. But given the exigen- 
cies of the time, was one 
willing to wait ten millenniums 
for what some armchair Marx- 
ists hoped would be a "revolu- 
tionary working class con- 
sciousness" throughout Ameri- 
ca? Yeah, you know there are 
those that four years after the 
war can say, "Ah yes, in a 
Marxist framework it all fit Into 
place." Ex post facto it's easy 
and glib to say, stroking your 
beard, "it all fit Into place." 

What I'm trying to get Is what 
I said about SDS in the 
beginning. We were home- 
grown and presented a plan of

action that was relevant to the 
situation, rather than relying on 
a textbook or some little book 
filled with quotes. At the same 
time, though, the anti-intellec- 
tual charge against us was 
bullshit. 

Daily: You're beginning to 
sound like one of the old SDS 
generation, like (Tom) Hayden 
or even Kirkpatrlck Sale, remi- 
niscing about./. 
Mark Rudd: Hold itl I haven't 
even run for U.S. Senator 
yet... Hayden and his peers 
were activist liberals. But they 
were no more than liberals and 
his running for Senator was 
completely consistent with the 
vein that he had always, existed 
In. You can compare the early 
SDS people to the later ones all 
you want, relative to the times 
they were living In. But that's 
all. It became quite obvious 
even to crusty old reporters 
from the New' York Times, that 
there was quite a bit of 
difference between the SDS of' 
1968 and the SDS of 1962. 

Daily: Okay, let's get back to 
one thing you said about the 
wisdom of the "old bearded 
wonders". The SDS National 
Office seemed to draw a lot of 
criticism from a faction within 
— The Progressive Labour Party 
(PL) — for being oblivious to 
the working class, Marx, Lenin*- improved 
while concentrating solely an 



continue the escalating policy 
of direct action and the PL 
faction which wanted to' make 
SDS a "party of the working 
class"). The PL had a tradi- 
tional vision of the role of the 
working class, and were trying 
to apply It where it would never 
work. They were disciplined as 
hell, so In big meetings they 
pulled weight all out of propor- 
tion to their numbers... PL 
botched up and skewered all 
practical debates along ideolo- 
gical lines and programs. ..pro- 
grams which spelled zero for 
them once they were out on 
their own. 

Dally: What do you mean, 
"once they were out on their 
own." 

Mark Rudd: PL's rigid belief in 
forming a working class party 
was fantasy. At NYU (New York 
University) one day I saw one 
member of a PL picket line for 
cafeteria workers nearly run 
over by one of the very workers 
he was picketing for. ..pretty 
pathetic. Besides, PL clearly 
got most of Its recruits right 
out of SDS Itself and almost 
never out of the workers it 
claimed to struggle for. At the 
PL founding convention in 
1965, out of over a thousand 
delegates there were, I think, 
only four workers. The rest 
were students. When PL Ig- 
nomlniously faded away, I guar- 
antee the ratio of students to 
workers remained not very

Four thousand wildly parti- 
san fans cheered on their 
Waterloo Warriors to an easy 
97-70 rout of the McGill Red- 
men on Friday evening in the 
first round of the prestigious 
Naismlth basketball tourna- 
ment held this past weekend at 
Waterloo. 

Once again, the main down- 
fall of the Redmen was their 
constant turning over of the 
bâll to the Warriors.
